Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants' argument (see page 5, last paragraph of Applicants' "Remarks/ Arguments" 
filed August 25, 2004) that the claims recite that the outer wall foil alloy contains at least 24 
atomic percent rhodium and that none of the prior art discloses such a feature, is persuasive. The 
closest art is U.S. Patent 3,423,069 to Chandley, which discloses that an outer wall foil 28 alloy 
may be 20 or 40 percent rhodium, but this is by amount and not by atomic percent. None of the 
prior art of record discloses or suggests that the outer wall foil alloy contains at least 24 atomic 
percent rhodium.
